DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is a run-on type sentence and 
includes legal phraseology. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. For example, "sacrifice means" and "restraining 
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means" are means plus function type limitations, but the functions regarding the sacrifice and 
restraining are not clearly recited. Recitations of "elastic means" are improper since "elastic" is a 
material property, not a function performed by a means. The phrase "a pipe-shaped 
configuration" is vague. It is suggested that this be replaced by a phrase such as -an elongated 
tubular configuration-, for example. Similarly, the term "bar-shaped" in claims 6 and 7 is 
vague. The term "controlling behavior" in claim 1 is awkward language in a structural 
configuration and should be replaced with a phrase more appropriate for or common to the art. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Haskell (U.S. Patent 
5,845,437) discloses a protection device including girders (12) attached to a seat (16) and floor 
(14). There is a main support member (20, 22) which connects two girders (12). There is a 
configuration (28, 30, 32) meeting the recitations of an auxiliary support member and restraining 
means; however, the auxiliary support member (28, 30, 32) is not perpendicular to the axial 
direction of the support member (20, 22). Because a major structural reconfiguration would be 
required in order to meet this recitations; because this reconfiguration would require entirely new 
assessments regarding forces and bending moments applied to the support members and bridge 
structural members; and because the prior art does not provide motivation for having 
reconfigured Haskell in this manner, one skilled in the art would not have been motivated to 
have reconfigured Haskell such that claim limitations were met. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
